Industrial and commercial welfare, all 
our material development of every 
kind, depends lu the last resort upon 
our preserving and Increasing the fer 
tility of the soil 


This, of course, means the conserva 


tion of tbe soil as the great natural 
resource." aud equally, of course. It fur- 
thermore Implies tbe development of 
country life, for there cannot be a per 
mauent improvement of the soil If 
The life of those who live on it and 
make their Inmg out of it is suffered 
to starve aud languish to become 
stunted and weazened aud inferior to 
the type of life lived elsewhere 
•• We are now trying to presene. not 
for exploitation by individuals, but for 
the permanent benefit of the whole 
people, the waters and the forests, and 
we are doing 
tbi=> primarily as a 


means of adding to the fertility of tbe 
Boil, although in each case there Is a 
great se<oudary Use both of tbe wa- 
ter aud of the forests for commercial 
and Industrial purposes. In the same 
way it Is essential for tbe farmers 
themselves to try to broaden the life 
of tue man who lives in tbe open <-ouu- 
try. to make It more attractive, to give 
It every adjunct aud aid to develop- 
ment which Las been given to the life 
of the man of the cities. 


Therefore, friends, the conservation 


and rural life policies are really two 
.Ides of the same policy, and.down at 
the bortooj thus policy rests upon the 
fundamental law that neither man nor 
nation can prosper unless iu dealing 
wish the present he steadily take 
thought for tbe future. 


Problem Old On*. 


In one sense this problem with 


which we hate to deal is very, very 
old. 
\Vlicrexei civilizations have hith- 


erto sprung up they have always tend- 
ed to go through certain stages and 
then to fall. No nation can develop a 
real civilization without cities. Up to 
a certain poiut the city movement is 
thoroughly healthy. Vet it is a strange 
and lamentable fact that always hith- 
erto after this point has been reached 
tbe city has tended to develop at the 
expense of the country by draining 
tbe country of what is best iu it aud 
making au insignificant return for this 
best. 


In consequence In the past every clv- 


llizatiou in its later stages has tended 
really to witness those conditions un- 
der which "the cities prosper and tbe 
men decay " There are ugly signs that 
these tendencies are at work In this 
nation of ours. 
BU*«iery fortunately 


we see now what never before was 
seefi in any civilization—an aroused 
and alert public interest in the prob- 
lem, a recognition of its gravity and a 
desire to attempt its solution. 


The problem does not consist merely 


m the growth of tbe city. 
Such a 


growth in Itself te a good thing and 
not a bad thing for the country 
Tbe 


problem consists in the growth of the 
city at the expense of the country, and 
even whrre this Is not the case hi so 
great an -vjaalJty of growth in power 
and Interest as to make tbe city more 
attractive than the country and there- 
fore apt to drain tbe country of the 
people who ought to live therein. 


The human side of tbe rural life 


problem is to make the career of the 
farmer and the career of the farm la- 
fcorer as attractive and as remunera- 
tive as corresi onding careers in the 
city 
Now. h a m well aware that the 


Tanner must himself take the lead in 
bringing this about. A century and a 
qnarter ago the wi<^ English farmer. 
Arthur Yoiitis;. wrote of the efforts to 


French wool: 


•A cultivator at the head of a sheep 


farm of 3.OOO or 4.OOO acres would in 
a few sears do more for their wools 
than al! the academicians and philoso- 
pn«T* will effect in ten centuries."

fanjsled ideas aud contrivances and 
jeers at all "book farming." 


1 wl-sh 1 could take representatives 


of this type of farmer down to Long 
Island, where 1 live, to have them see 
what has been done, not as philanthro- 
py. but as a plain business proposition. 
by men connected with the Long la- 
land railroad, who believe it pays to 
encourage tbe development of farms 
along tbe line of that railway. They 
have put practical men in charge of 
p perimental farms, cultivating them 
intensively and using the best mod- 
ern methods not only in raising crops. 
but in securing the best market for 
the crops when raised. 


The growth has been astounding. 


and land only fifty miles from New 
York which, during our entire national 
lifetime has been treated as worth- 
less. has within tbe last three or four 
years been proved to possess a really 
high value. 


Interest to Farm LifV 


The farmer, however, must not only 


make his land pay. but he must make 
country life interesting for himself 
and for his wife and his sons and 
daughters. 
Our people as a whole 


should realize the infinite possibilities 
of life In the country, and every ef- 
fort should be made to makir 'hese 
possibilities more possible. 


From the beginning of time It has 


been the man raised In tbe country— 
and usually the man born in tbe coun- 
try—who has been most apt to ren- 
der the services which every nation 
most needs. 
Turning to the list of 


American statesmen, it is extraordi- 
nary to see how large a proportion 
started 
as farm boys. 
But it Is 


rather sad to see that in recent years 
most of these same boys have ended 
their lives as men living in cities. 


It often happens that the good con- 


ditions of the past can be regained not 
by going back, but by going forward 
We cannot recreate what ia dead; we 
cannot stop the march of events. But 
we can direct this march and out of 
the new conditions develop something 
better than the past knew. Henry 
Clay was a farmer, who lived all bis 
life In the country: Washington was a 
farmer, who lived and died In tbe 
country. And we 'f this nation ought 
to make it our business to see that tbe 
conditions are made such that farm 
life in the future shall not only de- 
velop men of the stamp of Washing- 
ton and Henry CIa>, but shall be so at 
tractive that these men may continue 
as farmers, for remember that Wash- 
ington and Henry Clay were success 
fu! farmers 


I hope that things will so shape 


themselves that tbe farmer can have 
a great career and yet end his life as 
a farmer, so that the city cnao will 
look forward to living io the <ountry 
rather than the country man to living 
in the city.

merely formal piety. Tbe country fair 
offer* far greater possibilities for con- 
tinuous and healthy usefulness than 
It at present affords. 


Tbe country school should be made a 


rltal center for economic, social and 
educational co-operation. It Is natural- 
ly fitted to De such a center for those 
engaged In commercial farming aud 
still more for those engaged in domes- 
tic farming, for those who live on and 
by tbe small farms they themselves 
own. Tbe problem of tbe farm is real- 
ly tbe problem of the family that lives 
oo tbe farm. 
On all these questions 


there la need of Intelligent study, such 
as marks tbe books of Professor Bai- 
ley of Cornell aud of Horace Plun- 
kett's book on tbe -Rural Life Prob- 
lems of the Cnlted States." 


Laborers 01 Farma. 


One feature of tbe problem should 


be recognized by the farmer at once 
and an effort made to deal with it. 
it Is our duty and our business to con- 
sider tbe farm laborer exactly as we 
consider tbe farmer. No country life 
can be satisfactory when the owners 
of farms teud. for whatever reason, to 
go away to live In cities instead of 
working their farms, andl. moreover. It 
cannot be really satisfactory when the 
labor system is so managed that there 
is for part of tbe year a demand for 
labor which cannot be met and during 
another part of tbe year no demand 
for labor at all. so that the farmers 
tend to rely on migratory laborers who 
come out to work iu the c%untry with 
no permanent Interest in it and -with 
no prospect of steady employment 


It Is exceedingly difficult to make a 


good citizen out of a man who can't 
count upon some steadiness and con- 
tinuity in tbe work which means to 
him his livelihood- 
Economic condi- 


tions on the farm—in variety and kind 
of crop growing especially as distribut- 
ed in time and in bousing for the men 
—must be so shaped as to render it 
possible for the man who labors for 
the farmer to be steadily employed un- 
der conditions which foster bis self re- 
spect and lend for bis development. 


Above all. the conditions of farm life 


must always be shaped with a view to 
the welfare of the farmer's wife and 
the farm laborer's wife quite as much 
as to the welfare of the farmer and 
the farm laborer. To have tbe woman 
a mere drudge is at least as bad as to 
have tbe man a mere drudge It is ev- 
ery whit as important to introduce 
new machines to economize her labor 
within the house as it is to introduce 
machinery to increase the effectiveness 
of bis labor outside tbe bouse 


I haven't the slightest sympathy 


with any movement which loo^s to ex- 
cusing men and women for the non- 
performance of doty and fixes atten- 
tion only on rights and not on duties. 


Tbe woman who shirks her duty as 


housewife, as mother, is a contempti- 
ble creature, just as the corresponding 
man Is a contemptible creature. But 
tbe welfare of tbe woman is even more 
Important than the welfare of tbe man. 
for tbe mother la tbe real atlas who 
bears aloft in her strong and tender 
arms tbe destiny of tbe world 


Sbe deserves honor aud considera- 


tion such as no man should receive. 
She forfeits all claim to this honor 
and consideration if she shirks her du- 
ties 


But the average American woman 


does not shirk them, and it is a matter 
of tbe highest obligation for us to see 
that they are performed under condi 
tious which make for her weifare and
